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All Eyes On Premier Manning 


Premier Ernest Manning's comment 
on the election results which accorded 
such a sweeping victory to his govern-

Canada’s Shortage

need at least 15,000 new teachers in the 
next five years reveals an exceedingly 
serious situation that requires immediate 
attention. 

It is no platitude to say that the 
school teacher is the backbone.of the 
democratic system. 

Democracy depends utterly upon an 
enlightened public opinion. And the en- 
lightenment of the public depends pri- 
marily on the teacher to whose skilful 
hands is entrusted the task of first shap- 
ing the young mind, 

It is the utmost importance to the 
social and political life of Canada that 
the primary schools be staffed with men 
and women of the highest intellectual 
calibre. No other profession is so vital to 
every community. 

But the teaching profession has 
come to be a deserted profession. It is 
deserted for the good and sufficient rea- 
son that its financial rewards are piffling 


More High-Minded 


The United Nations Economic and 
Social Council has jumped into a mess of 
high-minded nonsense with its present 
resolution deploring “all legislation meas- 
ures to prevent mixed marriages between 
persons of different color, nationality, 
race or religion.” 

If all human prejudice and intoler- 
ance could be removed from the world, it 
would probably be an excellent thing for 
world amity to promote the mixing of ail 
breeds and colors and opinjons. 

But prejudice and intolerance do 
exist.

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Column Costs Rise 
So Do Columnists 


Consumers may expect a sharp 
increase in the cost of columns, 
it was reliably learned here to- 


day. 
A spokesman for the Column 
Writers’ Association, while de- 


clining to be quoted directly, de- 
clared, “The column writers have 
made every effort to keep the 
price of their product at pre-war 
levels, but increased cost of pro- 
duction, coupled with the neéd 
for American dollars, will prob- 
ably force us to raise prices gen- 
erally” 

He pointed out that many of 
the ingredients used in the man- 


ufacture of columns—typewriter 
ribbons, cigarettes, benzedrine 
and psychiatric treatments, 


among others—have continued 
to rise in price while the columns 


themselves have been on the 
market at 1939 prices 

“This can't go on without 
price hikes,” the spokesman 
declared, “Right now it is cost- 
ing us 30 percent more to make 
oolumns. When our present 
stocks of materials are ex- 
hausted, prices are bound to 
rise.” 


Others pointed out that while 
many products have been able 
to make a saving through sub- 
stitution of inferior materials 
column-makers have as yet been 
unable to find any satisfactory 
substitute for words. 

The news came without warn- 
ing and column-reading booms 
were immediately reported from 
various parts of the city, News- 
paper subscribers indulged in a 
“last fling” at luxury reading 
before the price jumps become 
effective. It was expected that 
the increase in price would cause 
consumers to turn to other news- 
paper features This, in turn, 
will push prices up on comic 
strips and editorials 

The spokesman for the column 
writers denied a charge by the 
Labor-Progressive Party that col- 
umnists are hoarding tens of 
thousands of pounds of columns 
in secret warehouses, 

“This is the start of a false 
shortage,” L.P.P. members charg- 
ed, recalling that a short-supply 
of candy-bars had grown into an 
abundant supply on the day fol- 
lowing the price increases. It 
was reported that a brief was be- 
ing prepared by the L.P.P. assert- 
ing that an immense supply of 
columns have been put in cold 
storage warehouses. 

“A deliberate lie!” countered 
the representative of the column 
writers. “Some of our younger, 
stronger members may have a 
supply as far ahead as two days, 
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but I can truthfully say that most 
of our members are right up to 
their present deliveries. Several 
of them are even a little behind.” 

Asked to explain how the price 
increase would aid in increasing 
the supply of American dollars in 
Canada the spokesman referred 
to proven economics of the past 
few years. 

“It stands to reason that if our 
columnists are able to export 
their products on the pro rata 
to American markets, permitting 
the processing at low rates under 
the reciprocal portisans It will in- 
crease the quid pro quo and like 
that,” the spokesman said. 

This is believed to be a tech- 
nical reference to the lifting of 
the ban on the export of Cana- 
dian beef cattle to the United 
States which has resulted in_a 
splendid flow of American dol- 
lars northward and a splendid 
flow of T-bone steaks southward, 

“After all,” the cvolumnists’ 
spokesman declared, “if people 
can go without meat and vege- 
tables surely they won't mind go- 
ing without columns.” 

Most columnists approached on 
the subject were sharply opposed 
to a plan for price control on 
their products. 

“Price controls are the opium 
of the people,” one well-known 
columnist declared, “It is true 
that such controls proved of value 
during the war, but who wants 
wars?” 

“Price controls are undemocra- 
tic and a threat to our free enter- 
prise system,” said another col- 
umnist, “The price of columns 
must be determined ny the sys- 
tem of supply and demand in 
free, open competition, That way 
we will get more moaey for our 
columns.” 

“Columns will find their own 
price level,” a third columnist as- 
serted with confidence, “What 
this country needs is simply more 
production, With more production 
we may conceivably get to the 
point where we will have an 
actual over-production, This will 
bring prices down, as anyone who 
went through the Great Depres- 
sion will recall, What we need is 
a return of the seven-day week 
and children in the mines,” 

Several publishers were inter 
viewed on the prospect of an ine 
creased wholesale price for col- 
umns. 

“I would like to give my own 
columnist a price increase,” con- 
fided one publisher, “unfortun- 
ately we have never met since 
we play at different golf courses,” 

“The 30 per cent Increase in 
columns was bound to come,” de- 
clared another, “and the colum- 
nist was bound to go.”

FROM TODAY’S NEWS

The United Nations arms com- 
mission finally has reached the 


inevitable conclusion that the 
world isn't ready for arms re- 
duction—that International ten- 


sion must be ended before coun- 
tries will be willing to slash arma- 
ments, 

That is, nine of the 11 countries 
on the commission have agreed 
on this point, The other two 
members—Soviet Russia and the 
Soviet Ukraine—say "nyet” (no). 

The Communists maintain that 
the way to create confidence is 
to disarm. The western powers, 
on the other hand, hold that this 
is putting the cart before the 
horse; they Insist that peace and 
confidence are what will inspire 
disarmament. The majority hold 
that essentials for the establish- 
ment of world confidence include 
the following: 

(1) Agreement on atomie con- 
trol, (2) Creation of a world po- 
lice force and (3) Signing of Ger- 
man and Japanese peace treaties, 

While the commission was de- 
bating this momentous issue at 
Lake Success yesterday Britain's 
Field Marshal Viscount Mont- 
gomery, chief of the Imperial 
General Staff and Britain's top 


soldier, made some pointed re 3 
marks on the same subject, 


In a speech calling for 150,000 
reserves to back up the country's 
defences the Field Marshall de- 
clared that ‘the best chance of 
avoiding war in modern times is 
to be perpared,” 

“A somewhat uneasy truce is 
brooding over the world,” he 
said. “It is more of a truce than 
4 peace; it ls a period of exhaus- 
tion, ill-described as ‘peace’... 
We must be ready and prepared 
to face sudden attack by an ag- 
gressor, We cannot hope for 
breathing space as in 1939, at the 
cutiooals of another world con- 

ot.” 

He was only reading the writing 
which all countries can see 
clearly on the wall. It's obvious 
that peace and confidence must 
precede disarmament—so much 
4 truism thet it seems absurd to 
debate the matter at all, 

Certainly the western powers 
could venture no other stand 
under existing circumstances, A 
country doesn't disarm when it is 
‘n the midst of war—and there is 
no halt in the “cold war” which 
Russia is waging for the spread 
of Communism,

Then There's the League 

Another factor overlooked by Manager Gibson has 
to do with his responsibility toward the Big Four League, 
a responsibility he assumed when he took charge of the 
Buffaloes, 

It isn’t alone the duty of President Henry Roche to 
see that the show goes on. He has to have the co-operation 
of the men behind the teams and Gibson certainly falls 
into this category, as do the other managers. 

@ It is particularly necessary that this co-operation be 
forthcoming in the independent and semi-pro fields. 
There's no George Trautman or A. B. Chandler 
to appeal to when a manager or player jumps the 
traces. Therefore it’s up to everyone in authority to 
carry on in such a manner as to indicate why they 
were entrusted with that authority in the first place. 

The Buff leader didn't like Johnny Lupul's officiat- 
ing. Then why didn’t he play the game under protest? 
Why turn the clock back to public school days by taking 
his team off the field in a childish we-don't-want-to-play- 
anymore gesture?
